But every day and every night 
people stand across the street and 
raise their eyes to the gaunt house 
of death, and are reminded of 
what they saw or heard or read 
about Atlanta’s worst disaster. 

Workmen have put in new win- 
dow frames in about 50 windows 
of the fire-gutted structure, but 
further repairs still are delayed by 
endless litigation over the prop- 
erty. 

The new frames are on the 
burned-out windows, mostly be- 
tween the seventh and twelfth 
floors. There the fire raged its 
hottest. In the rooms on those 
floors people died from searing 
flame, or from those windows they 
leaped to death on the pavement 
below.

A new 500-unit $4,000,000 
project, with each five-room 
unit scheduled to rent for 
$67.50 per month, is now go- 
ing up in the Ashford Road 
‘section of DeKalb County. 


| Each of these units will consist 
of a living room, two bedrooms, 
a dining room, a kitchen and a 
bathroom. And, in addition to the 


low rental, there will be no bars 
against ‘“‘children and pets.” 

Fred B. Wilson, Atlanta capital- 
ist, made this announcement yes- 
terday in revealing plans fer this 
huge new apartment project. He 
also gave other details: 

The project will consist of two 
sets of brick buildings—88 in all. 
It will be located on 60 acres of 
land in the vicinity of Ashford 
‘Road, Dunwoody Road and John- 
‘gon Ferry Road, adjacent to the 
new Peachtree Golf Club. One of 
the projects, consisting of 43 build- 
ings, will be known as the Peach- 
tree-Chamblee Apartments. 

To finance the project, the Pru- 
dential Life Insurance Company 
has issued two loans for a total 
of $3,380,000. As part of its pro- 
gram for multiple housing pro- 
jects, the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration has insured these 
loans for 90 percent of their face 
‘value. Wilson himself has arranged 
‘for the balance of the financing. 

“Construction on the project has

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Mr. Talmadge Readies His Ax 


Herman Talmadge is sharpening the ax. 

He has reiterated his campaign prom- 
ise to cut at least 2,500 employees from 
the State pay roll. 

We trust he will not relent. 

In flush times, even normally well- 
managed private businesses accumulate 
surplus personnel and unnecessary ex- 
penses. It goes without saying that the 
tendency is multiplied in government, 
where the inclination to keep costs down 
is seldom professed and even less fre- 
quently evidenced. 

Were it not for such sporadic “house- 
cleaning” as the Governor-nominate pro- 
poses, the State would soon bog down in 
an abundance of shiftless employees who 
regard their jobs as out-and-out political 
sinecures. Such purges serve a good pur- 
pose, even though the purgers inevitably 
in time overload the pay roll with their 
own friends and followers. 


There are, of course, thousands of 
State employees who hold essential jobs 
and do an honest day’s work for pay that 
often is far less than that they could com- 
mand in private industry. These, if Mr. 
Talmadge is as smart as we think he is, 
he will retain and reassure. 

Fortunately for him, the times are such 
that virtually anyone willing to work can 
earn better salaries and know more job 
security in private employment. Thus, he 
will hardly be beset by the traditional 
hordes of office-seekers clamoring for 
State jobs. 

Without too much difficulty, in short, 
he should be able to reduce the State pay 
roll by several thousand people... and 
to keep it reduced. 

He will need the strictest economy if 
he is to carry out his program without 
additional taxes. Slashing the pay roll is 
the most logical way to economize. 


Special session Properly Called 


Acting Gov. M. E. Thompson has 
called a special session of the Georgia 
Legislature to. amend the voting laws. 

If the Legislature acts as expected, it 
will eliminate the law which gives recog- 
nition only to parties which received five 
percent of the vote in the previous elec- 
tion and will allow the Wallace and Dixie- 
erat, as well as Truman and Dewey elec- 
tors on the ballot. 

Obviously, this is the only democratic 
thing to do. The people have a right 
to vote for whom they wish. It also will 
eliminate the Wallace plan, which was to 
present an improperly signed, illegal 
petition with the deliberate intent of 
having it denied so he might get national 
publicity from the rejection. 


There will now fall upon the Talmadge 
leadership the decision as to whether their 
electors will be those for Thurmond or 
for Truman. With the State party’s spon- 
sorship, Truman can carry Georgia and 
the State will remain regular. Otherwise, 
as matters now stand, Georgia would go 
against the party, thus jeopardizing the 
committee positions and consequent power 
of our Senators and Congressmen. If Tru- 
man is to be defeated anyhow, the Tal- 
madge leadership, although committed to 
his removal, may decide to stay in the 
party. 

At any rate, the call is in the demo- 
cratic (little D) tradition and we are glad 
to have the political puzzle in the process 
of solution. 


Let Not the Worst Obscure the Best 


Georgia and the South are going 
through a period which will not be end- 
ed with words or with prayer, although 
both will help. Nor with violence, which 
hurts the cause of the South. 

White people and colored people in 
the South have a record of co-operation 
and mutual regard which far outweighs 
that of violence and dislike. 

We think it highly ~important the 
thoughtful men and women of both races 
take stock and face our present dilemma, 
not avoid it. It must be solved within the 
famework of law, not violence. 

The officials of Georgia, elected and 
nominated, must make it plain to the peo- 
ple—all the way from the Governor to 
the county legislator—that the laws of 
Georgia are paramount and that any ac- 
tion necessary in the field of racial ten- 
sions must be taken by the legaHy con- 
stituted officers of the law. To allow any 
other course is to invite anarchy which 
will grow like a civic cancer and will 
consume the South. 

We de not believe that Federal fiat 
will solve our preblem. But the South 
must face the fact that while we properly 
resist what we believe to be unconstitu- 
tional proposals, and while the problem 
is not one to be solved overnight either 
by law or good intent, we, nevertheless, 
have not moved fast enough to give the 
Negro in the South that to which he is 
entitled, namely, better homes, better 
schools, better medical care, an oppor- 


tunity to work for good wages, and equal- 
ity before the law. We can provide those 
without upsetting the pattern. The plat- 
form of the State Democratic Party in- 
cludes all those things, as adopted at Ma- 
con in 1946 and as reaffirmed thereafter. 


At a time when the South has seen, 
we believe, that it has acted too slowly in 
providing what the Negro long has been 
entitled to; at a time when the feeling of 
strain and ill-will is being exploited by 
the Communists as well as by the politi- 
cal machines of each party; we beg of 
every person in the State and the South, 
white and colored, té refuse to be stam- 
peded by propaganda and false witnesses. 

Those Southerners who produce vio- 
lence, through the Ku Klux Klan or what- 
ever other agency, are doing the South 
great disservice and delivering her into 
the hands of her enemies. Violence al- 
lows our enemies ,to prove their distor- 
tions. : 

There is no sovereign specific. 


Only a fool would say the Southern 
pattern of separation of the races can, or 
should be overthrown. But only a worse 
fool would say that within that frame- 
work the South should not do what is 
right and proper and long overdue. 


Let the great decency of the vast ma- 


jority of our people, of both races, rise. 


to dominate this period of crisis so that 
the worst among us shall not obscure the 
best.

If the 


people get better schools for their children they are going to have to assure the Legisla- 


ture and the next Governor—not once, but twice—that they are willing to pay for them. Gov- 
ernor-Nominate Herman Talmadge and Rep. “Joe Doaks” are all for the proposed minimum founda- 
tion program for education, but they are awaiting the voice of the people before the stick out their 
necks and advocate new taxes to finance the program. 


Talmadge is in favor of the minimum foun- 
dation program. No opposition has been heard 
from any member of the new Legislature. But 
so far, Talmadge has not said he would make 
financing of the program an administration bill. 
And no one has loudly proclaimed that he would 
intreduce new tax bills to foot the additional 
$30,000,000 to $40,000,000 cost of the program. 


Unless the people write to Talmadge, he 
probably won’t do more than toss the matter 
of better education into the laps of the Legis- 
lature without any recommendation. 

Unless the people write to their Legislators, 
they probably won’t, of their own accord, im- 
pose new taxes to finance the proposed school 
program. , 

Thus, the ple have got to make it clear 
to their new vernor and new Legislature now 
~—before the January session—that they are will- 
ing to pay more taxes in order to obtain better 
teachers, better schoolhouses and safer trans- 
yoy for their children—if they are willing 

his.

Because Talmadge says he will not sign a new 
tax bill unless it carries a referendum.

ture for 1949. Mrs. Iris Blitch, of Homerville, 
said it was unfortunate that only two women 
(she and Mrs. Rebecca Rainey, of Dawson) ran 
for the Legislature, as compared with three 
women in the General Assembly last year. She 
reported, however, that 100 percent of the wom- 
en candidates seeking legislative posts were 
elected. Mrs. Benton Odom, of Newton, who 
served in the Senate last year, didn’t offer for 
a legislative post. The National Committee- 
woman had no comment on what course the 
State Democratic Executive Committee might 
follow in instructing Presidential electors. 


Speaking of Presidential electors, the electors 
chosen by the recently reassembled Republican 
Party are all white persons. The Party split 
into two factions in 1944, largely because of 
Negro participation in one group. The group 
which included the most Negroes recently won 
Party control. When the breach between the 
factions was healed, however, the Party followed 
eustom and placed only white electors on the 
general election ballot. These electors are 
pledged to Dewey.

Ain Ideal Is 
Worthless Unless— 


I know editors, writers and persons who live 
in pleasant ivory towers, looking out their high 
windows toward the gleam of their ideal on the 

always retreating and unattained horizons. 


They can write, speak and argue from a distance, and much of 
what they say is fine and true and strong. 


But, it is from a distance, pretty as a star and equally un- 
obtainable. 


At times I envy them. They can set up a lofty and spotless ideal 
and defend it strongly, being very hurt with those who compromise 
and who will not accept the sure, highly refined definitions for 
political and civil morality. 

They never get down and walk around the streets, getting moats 
and beams in their eyes, blown there by the controversial winds. 
Their leaders are always right and clad in gleaming armor; the 


other side always is wrong and linked with evil. 

‘Right’ They really don’t know much about the things of which 
they speak, but they always are strongly on the side 

of their definition of “right” and they cannot understand why all 

“right-thinking people” are not there with them. 


So, sometimes I wonder if a man might not be better off, and be 
able to write fearlessly and with greater purity of ideal, so that all 
“right-thinking people’ would applaud and speak of his leadership, 
if he did live in libraries or in his office, or secluded himself in some 
pleasant city far from the madding cry; or found some other ivory 
tower from which to peer on the world. 


When you get to know what is going on you cannot accept all the 
agreed-upon definitions. You reject most definitions. And a leader 
who honestty thinks of himself as clad in the robes of righteousness 
will excite in you only a sort of pity for him because of his littleness 
and his well-meaning stupidity. It is not easy to walk in, and know, 
the noises and the controverseris of the market place, and still be 
able to write with great finality, saying: “This is the true defini- 
tion,” or “this is the real ideal.” 


: You come, even, to have a very real regard for 
Compromise compromise, that word so despised by the idealist, 
looking down upon the vulgar crowd. Indeed, compromise is 
the one vehicle which moves the world and society along in its 
inch-by-inch progress, Were it not for the vehicle compromise we 
still would be in the dark ages and progress would be a very dim 
candle, guttering in the winds of darkness. 


There is no compromise in Berlin, for example, because the 
Soviets will not compromise, but with their own concept of idealism 
or greed, insist on the course which all right thinking Communists 
agree is the “right” and opposed only by war-mongering imperialists 
or greedy profit makers, who are “evil” and “wrong.” Our form of 


government would die without compromise. 
. 


Idealism You learn when you walk with men, that an ideal 
is not worth a tinker’s dam if it fails to understand 
human limitations. 


Politicians, who know that, as far back as Plato, were saying: 
“Pblitics is the science of the possible.” 


But, it remains true, that an ideal is worthless, and without 
power to do good, unless it understands human limitations. 


The people are individuals. They include every degree of educa- 
tion and ignorance They are filled with racial and other prejudices. 
They discriminate. They like and dislike. Greed moves them. So 
does pijy. Not even the totalitarian governments of Germany or the 
one of Russia today have been able to make all the people think and 
feel alike. The Soviets even in victory, must maintain a large police 
force of secret agents. They allow no opposition. They fill their 
jails with suspects. Racial animosities develop even in the Soviet, 


which has sought to eliminate them. 

Unity? Religion is a great force. The Soviets have not been 
able to crush it. But, in our own midst we see that even 

religion is not powerful enough to make individuals unite. Prej- 

udices, or to use another word, a liking for the customs and manners 

of one sect over another, divides the Protestant church into many, 

many divisions. 


Reople continue to reflect their own individualism. 
An ideal which fails to take that into consideration is useless as 


a tool of progress. 
Bricks So we must deal with the brick and mortar: we have. 
And if we must make bricks without straw, then we must 
make them. A man is wickedly blind not to work for and accept 
political compromise. He can retain his own ideals and his own 
principle. But, to dream of curing politics by getting a good man to 
run, is like saying we have solved the problem of education when 
we get a good teacher. The job begins at the bottom, not the top. 


To do the job we must work with the tools which will lift people 
and change their thinking. In this we can use ideals which under- 
stand human limitations. 


That’s where I like to work. That is the field in which I like 
best to write. It involves no surrender of personal principle. It 
accepts the inevitable fact that progress moves like an inch-worm. 
It is accelerated only when human limitations are relaxed or 
removed. 

But, I do envy the dwellers in ivory towers who, far above the 
dust and the sweat, look toward that always-retreating vision, 
and say, “As all right-thinking people will agree—”

He Was a Reporter, 
Not an Informer 


The life of a newspaper reporter is by no 
means the glamorous affair described in fiction 
and on the movie screens of the nation. It is 

usually a matter of quite prosaic routine. That fact cannot be too 
strongly emphasized upon youngsters starting out in life who 
imagine a reporting career as a series of exciting adventures with 
the news-gatherer always in the role of hero.

Bootleggers abounded and blind tigers, in the plural, were to be 
found on every block. 


The publisher of one of the local papers was, personally as well 
as profesionally, a strong, even rabid, prohibitionist. Scarcely a 
day passed without at least one editorial demand for stricter en- 
forcement of the dry laws. He was constantly needling the police, 
= sheriff's office, the grand jury, the courts, anybody on his pet 
subject.

I am glad to write 
that the nurse and doctor (on the floor where 
my daughter is) are as fine as the best it has 
been my privilege to know.

tection and guidance of moderate-salaried working women, the Churches Homes for Girls, may be 
forced out of existence by a newly imposed property tax by the City of Atlanta. 


The Churches Homes for Girls charge $7 
a week to 623 girls who come to Atlanta to seek 
employment in hundreds of businesses, which 
need them as much as they need work. 


For that money, in these days, those girls - 


buy a Home. They buy food and shelter and 
laughter and music and friendship and warmth 
and compassion when they are needful of it, and 
heading all these, they buy the care of respon- 
sible, well-chosen “Mothers.” 

There may be cold, factual reasons for this 
new tax requirement, but it does not seem prob- 
able in the light of the past. 

For 32 years the Churches Homes for Girls 
have not been taxed, except in recent years 
when two of the residences were partially occu- 
pied by tenants who were living in them when 
they were purchased. ne 

Authorities on city taxation have willingly 

the Homes, just as they have excused the 

ICA, the YWCA, the Salvation Army Homes 
and other humanity-serving organizations. In 
fact, the present Committee on Taxation, headed 
by John A. White, is said to have reported 
against taxing the Homes now. But it was 
apparently overruled in Council. 

When times were hard, three agencies, the 
Community Chest, the City and the the County, 

eontributed funds to keep these Homes open, and 


only general prosperity has lifted that burden 
from the community now. 

Because, obviously, one does not profiteer on 
a board-and-room bill of $7 a week in these days. 

More than 30,000 young girls have been cared 
for in these Homes since 1914, and, the Board of 
Directors says proudly, “95 percent of them have 
made good.” You have only to imagine the for- 
lorn confusion of a strange young girl seeking 
her way in Atlanta, homeless and alone, to re- 
alize what that statement has saved us all. 

The Homes were begun by John A. Manget, 
who is still their president. They were opened 
in the days when young women from rural 
Georgia came to Atlanta to face wages of about 
$6 weekly in sweat shops and in menial employ- 
ment. They were sorely needed. 

All these years they have been operated by 
a Board of Directors, who have included many 
of Atlanta’s jeading men and women. These citi- 
zens have protested the new tax assessment 
which ‘has brought the Homes to the point of 
sale for taxes, and many of the girls themselves 
have appealed for help to plead their cause. 

It will cost the people and the businesses of 
Atlanta dearly to attempt to replace the Churches 
Homes for Girls. 

We hope the Mayor and the City Council 
will reconsider.

Must Georgians 
Vote Blindly? 


(Columbus Ledger) 


The Associated Press says in a dispatch from 
Atlanta that “sentiment was reporting growing 
today for Georgia Democrats to name completely 
uninstructed electors to thhe 1948 presidential 
race.” 


The dispatch adds that “high party officials” 
consider the question of Presidential support “so 
delicate” that they want to wait until after the 
election before fixing the state party’s course. 


Now wait a minute! After the election? They 
want to wait until after you’ve cast your ballot, 
then tell you which ticket you were voting for! 


You are being asked to vote blind and leave it 
to “high party officials” to decide later whether 
you were voting for the Truman-Barkley or the 
Thurmond-Wright ticket! 

You are losing your franchise. Your sacred 
right of casting a vote for your conscientious 
choice is being stolen. 


What is this “delicate” situation that seems to 
be peculiar only to Georgia? All of our sister 
States have made their decision. Even in 
Mississippi, where the States Rights movement 
originated, there was nothing so “delicate” as to 
prevent the required and forthright decision. Ala- 
bama, South Carolina, Louisiana, Texas and 
Florida have made their positions clear. 


The State Democratic Committee should name 
its electors and announce to the public their pref- 
erence right away so that either the Truman- 
Barkley or Thurmond-Wright forces could get on 
the ballot by petition, depending on the party 
preference. 

Both tickets should be on the ballot. The voter 
should be allowed to make his choice—not sold or

Air Rescue 
Is Completed; 
Five Alive 


THE PAS, Man. — (INS) — One| 
of the greatest rescue operations | 
in Canadian history was climaxed 
with the return to civilization of 
five airmen whose U. S. Navy 
plane crash-landed in wilds of 
Manitoba.12 days ago. Today, the 
rescued men gave thanks for their 
salvation. 

The five, bearded, tanned and 
exuberant, were spotted for the 
first time Friday by a Canadian 
flyer.

"Hundreds of veterans attending 
the second annual convention of 
the Air Force Association saw the 
Lepselters who looked hopefully 
at each uniform to see if any re 
sembled Nathan, a handsome, 
brunette youth who would be 25 
now. They distributed printed cir- 
culars with pictures of Nathan and 
themselves and the details of his 
last flight. 

He was listed as missing in ac- 
tion over the region of Vire and 
Torigny in Northern France.

The committee and its activity comes about as the 
result of a recently completed study on the adequacy 
of sex education among Colgate students. This report 
showed: 

1. Students believe they receive insufficient sex 
education for their needs before entering college, and 
the feeling of inadequacy is largest among veterans 


and the older students. 
2. The secondary schools, the public ones especially,

and the parents seem to have done a pretty poor job 
of sex education. The greatest sources of information 
were friends of their own age and older boys and girls. 

3. Very few students turn to their family doctors 
for information and men in military service did not 
learn much about sex that was of real value. 

4. Students believe that there should be college level 
work in sex education, and the older the student the 
more likely he is to feel this way. 

The committee, headed by Assistant Dean William 
F. Griffith, agrees that Colgate has not been doing 
much in the way of sex education except to present 
the physiology of sex, and that inadequately, in the

basic course on biological science for freshmen. 

As an initial move this year, Colgate is bringing in 
a doctor of medicine to give two lectures to freshmen 
biological students on the physiology of sex. The doec- 
tor’s lectures, however, will be open to the entire 
student body. In addition, students may hand in writ- 
ten questions which will be taken up in discussion 
periods. 

The student body will then be given a chance to 
make recommendations for a broadened one for future 
years. 

Colgate also will inform its students that it has

But Indians are hard to dtaw.

When asked 
by the completely mystified 
teacher where the Indian was 
the miniature artist explained 
simply that he had drowned. 

Trips to the circus, the gro- 
cery store, and other large and 
thrilling places are frequent. 
After returning to school from 
a most welcome field trip, the 
boys and girls animatedly dis- 
cuss among themselves their 
varying impressions of the day’s 
adventure. Then they paint! 
Seriously and _  concentratedly 
they apply the color with a com- 
plete disregard for restraint. 
Absolutely insisting upon the 
“trueness” of their impressions, 
they make cows blue, grass 
pink, and the sky a brilliant 
yellow, refusing to alter in any 
way what they “really saw out 
there.” '.

Crutches Bring Happiness 
ToCerebral Palsy Boy, o

Five-year-old Dearl Bershers, the son of Mrs. Claudine 
Bershers, of 71 Georgia Ave., S. W., is perhaps the happiest 
youngster in town. For the first time in his life, he can 


walk—with crutches. 


A victim of cerebral palsy, 
Dearl had been carried in his 
mother’s arms since birth. But 
he was a light burden at that, 
as she made her way to first 
one doctor’s office and then an- 
other, trying to find someone 
who could help her boy. She 
refused to entertain the idea 
that he would always be help- 
less. 

In August, 1947, Mrs. Bershers 
took Dearl to the Formwalt 
School Clinic, a free service 

rovided by the B’nai B’rith 
Wosnats of Atlanta and local doc- 
tors, under the supervision of 
the City Health Department. 


Pediatricians there recognized 
the child’s condition as cerebral 

alsy and suggested that phys- 
cal therapy might help him. 
Unfortunately, this treatment 
was not available at the clinic. 

But Dearl’s bright smile and 
his mother’s unwavering faith 
went straight to the heart of 
Mrs. Sam Goldberg and Mrs. 
Mitchel Levin, Chairman and 
Cochairman of B’nai DB ’rith’s 
volunteer work at the clinic. 
They decided that something 
must be done for Dearl and 
straightway set out to find the 
way. 

They i to 
officials at the ottish Rite 
Hospital to make a place for the 
boy, although that institution is 
always filled with crippled chil- 
dren, with many on the waiting 
list. There was no bed availa- 
ble, but arrangements were 
made to give him treatments 
twice a week. For five months 
Mrs. Goldberg and Mrs. Levin 
took turns in taking the boy to 
the hospital in their own cars. 

In December, 1947, a bed at 
the hospital was secured, and 


settled down to daily 
treatment. Within a month he 
showed remarkable improve- 
ment, and after six months, he 
was independent enough with 
his crutches to be able to go 
home. 

He still goes twice weekly for 
his treatments, and he continues 
to improve. Already he is talk- 
ing about going to school next 
year. His mother and his spon- 
sors at the clinic hope that a 
school for cerebral palsy chil- 
dren will be available in Atlanta 
by that time. Otherwise, Dearl 
will go to the public school in 
his community. He has assured 
his mother that he is quite ca- 
pable of taking care of himself.

One of today’s leading national figures in PTA work 
began her pioneering for better educational opportunities 
for children 27 years ago right here in College Park. 

She is Mrs. Charles D. Center, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Social Hygiene for the National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, who is now setting the pattern for 
sex education as a part of high school curriculums all 


over the country. 

When Mrs, Center’s daughter 
was only three years old, her 
mother volunteered for service 
in the College Park PTA and 
has been prominently identified 
with the work of this organiza- 
tion ever since.

Ot Music and Literature

MUSIC AND LITERATURE: A comparison of the Arts, by Dr. 


Calvin 8. Brown; University of Georgia Press; 499 pp. $5. 


This is one of the most scholarly works to come out of higher 
| ferences which no attempts at 


educational circles in some time. 

Not only is the book scholarly, 
but is distinctive, and of poten- 
tial interest to both the intelli- 
gent laymen and specialists in 
the fields of music and litera- 
ture. 

“This book was written with 
the hope that it might open up a 
field of thought which has not 
yet been systematically ex- 
plored,” Dr. Brown explains. 
“Though various articles and 
books have dealt separately 
with many of the problems here 
brought together, there has been 
no survey of the entire field. 
This book attempts to supply 
such a survey.” 

Dr. Brown, who is professor 
of English in the University of 
Georgia, divides his study into 
four parts. The first is con- 
cerned with what music and lit- 
érature have in common, The 
second deals with their collab- 
oration in vocal music. The 
third part is devoted to the in- 
fluence of music on literature 
and attempts by writers to 
model their works on musical 
compositions. And the fourth 
division is an examination of the 
effect of literature on music, 
especially in program music. In 
all of these, the author reveals 
a mastery of the _ history, 
philosophy, and techniques of 
both music and literature that 
gives what he writes authority 
as well as interest. 

“Music and literature have 
many points in common,” Dr. 
Brown says in his conclusions.

Despite the fact that some 800 school children now are attend, 
ing school in churches as the result of a school fire, Atlanta’s 
school fire prevention program has won national recognition. 


“T don’t believe we have a 
child in our public schools of 
Atlanta higher than the fourth 
grade that doesn’t know better 
than to wave any kind of an 
open flame around inside of a 
building,” says Lt. Jim Sea- 
graves, director of the City’s 
school fire prevention educa- 
tion. 

But that’s exactly what a Ful- 
ton County employee did. And 
now the E. Rivers Schoo! is 
nothing more than a shell. Thus 
arises the contradictory sitda- 
tion of being recognized nation- 
ally for: having an excellent 


school fire prevention program | 


and yet having school fires.

Kay Twomey, Com- 

poser of “Serenade of 

the’ Bells,’’ Is Con- 

vinced That Her Hit 

Tune "Was My Miracle 
of Faith.”

AY TWOMEY walked slowly frem the de- 

K serted theatre for the last time—into the 
raw November cold of a Broadway night. 

Overhead, workmen stripped from the mar- 
quee the last of the lights that had spelled ‘““The 
Girl From Nantucket” — the musical comedy 
into whose lyrics she had poured her heart. 

“The Girl” had opened with such brave hopes 
11 nights before! And it had closed in failure; 
beset by bickering and dissension from within, 
ripped apart by exacting critics. 
_ About her, under Broadway’s blazing white 
lights, swirled friendly, laughing crowds. But 
Kay did not see them. She could think only of 
failure — of the barbed words that had torn the 
life out of the show, and, in doing so, had torn 
away something of her heart, her hopes, her 
courage — until she had nething left. 

Nothing left? 

No, that was not quite true. For one thing 
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“Whispering,” “Avalon” and other hits. Her 
first song was accepted two months after she 
arrived in New York. 

During World War II she scored her earli- 

est success with “Johnny 
Doughboy Found a Rose in 
Ireland.”” Others followed. 

Then, two years ago, 
came the heart-breaking 
experience with “The Girl 
From Nantucket.” 

As she walked down 
Broadway that November 
night, Kay Twomey was 
almost broke. She had put 
most of her own money 
into the show—so confi- 
dent that it would be a 
success. 

Her sister, Madeline, was 
seriously ill in a New York 
hospital, and doctors had 
urged Kay to take her to 
Florida for the winter, a 
trip for which “The Girl” 
was to have paid. Kay’s 
mother, too, was depend- 
ent on her for support 
—her father had died six 
years before. 

“I tried ta think of new 
songs,”’ Kay said. ‘Tried 
to pull my spirits together. 

“I couldn’t do it. The 
heart seemed to have gone 
out of me. I couldn’t bear 
even to think of songs.” 

Kay went from one 
publisher to another, with 

songs she had already written. 

“But publishers had forgotten my successes 
of the past. They could think only of the failure 
of the show. They wouldn’t take a chance.” 

Without the heart to write, without confi-. 
dence in herself or her future, Kay put her 
career behind her. 

“I knew that only a miracle could help me,” 
she said. 

Kay took her sister and mother to Florida, 
and went to work in a Miami Beach jewelry 
store. Slowly she began to find new peace, and 
@ measure of returning courage. The season 
over, she returned to New York City. 
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abided deep within her, awaiting the time when 
her hurt and discouragement should pass. And 
that was greater than all others-+faith. 

She had not abandoned it that night. But 
so many other thoughts filled her mind that 
there was no room then for the conscious knowl- 
edge of faith and its power. 

Kay had been raised in faith in her Boston 
home, a simple American home in which the 
knowledge and the love of God were identified 
with one’s daily life. 

Ten years before she had been desperately 
ill of rheumatic fever, and for a time it was 
feared that, if she lived, she might face a future 
of invalidism. Her father sold his automobile 
business in Boston, and moved Kay and the 
family to Florida on the advice of physicians. 

“I never had any fear while I was sick,” 
Kay said recently. “I prayed that I would re- 
cover -—— and that I might learn to write songs.” 

Recovery came, slowly but completely, to 
Kay in the Florida sun — and with it came, as 
well, increasing confidence in her ability to 
write; an ambition in which her family, and 
particularly her father, encouraged her. 

“Dad was musically inclined,” she said, ‘and 
he helped me in my first efforts to write.” 

Fully recovered, and with her family’s ap- 
proval, Kay set out for New York — mecca of 
all songwriters—-with a sheaf of her work in 
her arms. 

“I wasn’t afraid of New York,” she said. “I 
knew that I could succeed there —I knew that 
my work was good, and that I could prove it.” 

Prove it she did. Soon after she arrived on 

y, she met Vincent Rose, author of 
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“How about writing some more songs, Kay?” 
asked Al Goodhart, with whom she had often col- 
laborated. 

She wanted to — desperately. 

But how was she going to do it? Where 
was she going to find the power of concentra- 
tion, the unwavering belief, again, in herself 
and her ability? 

How was she ever going to be able to put out 
of her mind the lingering ache of discourage- 
ment and despair? 

She remembered how she had prayed when 
she was so desperately ill with rheumatic fever. 
She remembered how her faith had carried her 
through that dark hour. 

If it sustained her then, it would again. 
Firm in that conviction and with her heart filled 
with new determination, she made a Novena at 
the Shrine of Mother Cabrini in Washington 
Heights, praying for “strength, courage and 
guidance.” 

They came to her, in full measure. The next 
lyric she wrote, “Serenade of the Bells,” led 
the list of popular songs for 22 weeks and won 
for her and Goodhart the Music Business Clef— 
the “Oscar” of the musical field awarded last 
July,22nd in New York’s Grand Central Palace. 
In the past year she has had at least as many 
songs recorded as any popular Broadway writer. 

“That,” she said, ‘“‘was my miracle of faith. 
It is a miracle that everyone can find—for 
faith is the greatest force in the world. With 
faith — true, abiding faith in the compassion, 
the wisdom and strength of God — anything is 
possible. And, without it, life can have no pur- 
pose. no meaning and no goal.” 
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. RS. LELIA ROOSEVELT DENIS, the 
charming explorer, was explaining to 
reporters why she‘felt like driving from 

Belgium to Singapore, a third of the way around 

the world. 

“My father is in Japan,” she said; “my mother 
is in Haiti, and my husband is in Singapore. Pm 
going somewhere and see something, too.”’

right. But I cleaned him out three times—once 
to the tune of over $15,000. 

A edlever gambler will think he has had a run 
of extraordinary luck if he wins three hands 
running, and will generally pass the hand. I 
always left the stake, doubled, for the next. The 
big prizes come after the fifth or sixth hand. 
There was my thrill. 

I ence went to ten successive hands before 
my luck cracked. A fortune went in one throw. 

Gambling is like romance. You have to be in 
the meod and you must prepare for it as care- 
fully and as gently as you prepare to meet an 
adored one. I never went in the gown 
twice. I wore all my jewels. When I went into 
the room, I could hear the gasp of envy, admira- 
tion or jealousy 

Often I had on, I suppose, about $750,000 
worth ef jewels. 

Strangely, it did not matter to me whether 
the stakes were 20,000 francs or 10. To win was 
the thing. 

There was one night, for instance, I went in 
late to the Baccarat room in Aix les Bains. It 
was crowded. The enormous ruby I wore had 
been lent me by an Indian Prince. There was a 
curious hush in the room. At one table the crou- 
pier was looking around expectantly.

THe career of Lady Edmee Owen has 
been as recklessly exciting as the story 
she tells here. Born Edmee Nodot, the 
daughter of a French army officer and a 
school teacher, she was 19 when she met 
and married Theodore Owen, wealthy Cey- 
lon tea planter three times her age. 

He was knighted after the marriage, 
gave his bride jewels valued at $1,000,000 
and sponsored her stage appearances when 
she used the name of Edmee Dormeuil. He 
died in 1926, and his widow settled in Paris 
with an income of $85,000 a year, 

She met and fell in love with Dr. Paul 
Gastaud, and shot his wife in-a quarrel 
over the Parisian doctor. Mme. Gastaud 
recovered but Lady Edmee Owen was sen- 
tenced to serve five years in French prisons, 
including the notorious St. Lazare, where 
she was housed in the same cell once occu- 
pied by the famous spy Mata Hari. 

Sir Basil Zaharoff, ‘mystery man of Eu- 
rope,’ sponsored a plot for her escape but it 
failed. After serving half her term, she was 
pardoned and went to London in 1933. 


Mamie dived after her rat through a whirl- 
pool of humans trying to scramble out of its 
way. When she emerged from the bottom of a 
struggling heap, her dress was torn half off her, 
her necklace broken. She did not recover her 
rat. I learned later that she had been expelled.

young couple, the lie detector served, as so often 
in the past, as a defender and protector of the 
innocent. Its effectiveness as a prosecutor for 
the state, in drawing the truth from unwilling 
witnesses, has been widely demonstrated. 

In the business world, in an atmosphere far 
removed from the police station and the court 
room, it is being used increasingly to prevent 
crimes from occurring, rather than as a method 
of detecting them after they happen. 

In Chicago, for example, more than 50 banks 
now use the lie detector to check the reliability

of employes. “Everyone from officials to office 
boys,’ one bank president said, “‘takes the test 
every five years. All applicants for jobs are in- 
formed they must take the test to check into 
their past reputations. 

“In many cases, applicants, whose past has 
something in it they do not wish revealed, never 
show up for the test.” 

In submitting to a lie detector test, the in- 
dividual being examined is seated in a chair 
with electrodes strapped to him. These record 
his respiration, blood pressure, pulse and the 
electricalecurrents in his skin. 

He is first asked a number of trivial ques- 
tions and then suddenly confronted with a really 
vital one. Throughout the examination, any hid- 
den changes that may occur in his emotional 
reactions are automatically recorded on a graph. 
Thus, an expert trained to operate the machine, 
can see what is going on inside the man as 
clearly as if he were looking at his soul through 
an open window. 

In administering the bank tests, the official 


explained, Prof. Leonarde Keeler, designer of’ 


the lie detector, and his associates determine 
not only an applicant’s honesty, “but also how 
his mind works—-an important consideration 
bearing\on whether he may be dishonest in the 
future.’’} 

The effectiveness of such preventive meas- 
ures is demonstrated by the experience of a large 
retail chain. After the organization lost $1,400,-

000 in money and merchandise during one year, 
an investigation by Keeler showed that 76 per 
cent of the employes had been involved. When 
Keeler returned with his lie detector a year later, 
however, it was found that the ratio of those 
guilty of thefts had dropped to 3 per cent. 

In a bank robbery case, two arrested suspects 
stared in frantic disbelief as five witnesses testi- 
fied that they were guilty. “‘Try us on the lie 
detector,’ the pair demanded. 

Again Keeler was called. “Do you like the 
movies?” he asked the first suspeet. “Did you 
graduate from high school?” The reaction to 
the second question puzzled him. He made sev- 
eral more pointless queries and then asked: “Did 
you hold up the bank?” The suspect said he 
had not. 

“That statement was true,”’ Keeler told him, 
‘But you lied about graduating from high school. 
Why?” 

The surprised suspect grinned sheepishly. 
“You're right,’ he admitted. “I faked a high 
school diploma to get into college.” 

The second suspect was also declared inno- 
cent by Keeler, but the officials decided to prose- 
cute the pair anyway. 

During the trial two other men confessed 
to the crime. 

With such achievements to its credit, it is 
small wonder that the lie detector is known 
as the friend of the innocent and the foe’ of the 
guilty.

N. EIGHT-YEAR-OLD girl, who suffered 
A an acute attack of amoebic dysentery, 

is now alive and well apparently due to a 
versatile new drug called PABA, a substance 
belonging to the vitamin B complex. 

She’d always been a lively, healthy young- 
ster,. until a short time after a picnic in the 
country. Living in the congested part of a big 
city, she’d looked forward to this event for a long 
time. With such good food and so many kids 
having a wonderful time, it had been one of 
the happiest days of her life. 

But a few days later, she complained to her 
mother, “I feel sick all over.” 

Attributing the pain to perhaps too much 
picnic food, her mother took it lightly and told 
her to lie down for a while. It would most 
likely go away. 

But the pain persisted. The girl became very 
ill. She was dreadfully nauseated and had other 
violent reactions. 

The family doctor was summoned. His in- 
itial examination did not reveal anything serious, 
However, when the child did not respond to his 
treatments and the attacks grew worse, he wisely 
sought the help of the local Board of Health. 

There her illness was diagnosed as amoebic 
dysentery, a disease that at one time was found 
only in the tropics, but which is now appearing 
in all parts of this country. Most 
notable was the outbreak of 
more than a thousand cases in 
Chicago during its centennial 
celebration. 

The child, in all likelihood. 

had contracted the disease at the 
picnic, where one of the workers, 
a recent arrival from Puerto 
Rico, had served the food. He 
also had amoebic dysentery, but 
in such a mild chronic form that 
he was able to go about his 
work. But his hands contami- 
nated everything he touched— 
the food, the cooking utensils, 
even the candy he doled out to 
the children. 

Unwittingly, he had _ been 
dealing out sickness and death 
in the form of a tiny one-celled 
organism, an amoeba, the cause 
of the disease. The scientific 
name for this culprit is Enta- 
moeba Histolytica. Under the 
miscroscope it looks like a 
shapeless drop of jelly. 

Although usually found in 
the alimentary tract where it 
can raise enough havoc to cause 
serious illness, this tiny ‘ani- 
mal” becomes a vicious killer 
when it goes through the sur- 
rounding walls and finds its way into the brain, 
liver or other vital organs. 

For years there was little that medical science 
could do to combat the disease. Penicillin and 
the sulfa drugs have no effect on the organism. 

Previously, Ipecac, Emetine, Chiniofon and 
Carbarsone have been the favorite amebacides. 

Recently the new drug, PABA, chemically 
known as para-aminobenzoic acid, was used ef- 
fectively against typhus fever and Rocky Moun- 
tain fever—deadly ailments in which penicillin 
and the sulfa drugs also do little good. 

The doctor’ decided to try the new drug on 
the child. -It could do no harm and might be 
beneficial. 

It worked like a charm. 

After a few days, the symptoms of the disease 
vanished. The pains subsided. The child felt 
well enough to look forward to another picnic. 

PABA is now being used by Dr. Kermit 
Dwork of ‘the Tropical Disease Clinic of the 
New York City Department of Health. The doc- 
tor is enthusiastic about his results and believes 
that, while the new drug:is still in the experi- 
mental stage, it may point the way toward the 
eventual elimination or control of the disease.

formaldehyde. It was developed by Dr.-S. S. 
en of St. Xaxier’s College in Bombay, 
ndia, 

This drug was recently reported as remark- 
ably successful in an outbreak of cholera among 
workers in an endemic section in India. Many 
of the victims were undernourished women and 
children. Yet out of 85 serious cases on whom 
the drug was tried, 82 recovered completely after 
a few doses. 

The other anti-cholera drug was developed

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in the laboratories of Columbia University’s Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons by Dr. Harry 
Seneca, a research associate, and Dr. Edward 
Henderson. Known by the tongue-twisting 
name, Phthalylsulfacetimide, the compound was 
used successfully in last year’s cholera epidemic 
in Egypt. 

The feature of the drug is that while it can 
be absorbed by the intestinal wall it cannot be 
absorbed by the blood stream. This enables it to 
concentrate almost immediately at the point of 
the infection, where it can do most good, 

In addition to treating cholera the new drug 
has been found useful against bacillary dysen-‘ 
tery, colitis and many other infections of the in- 
testinal tract. 

Unsanitary living conditions are the common 
ways of transmitting all of these infections. 
They can be passed on through food or on cook- 
ing and eating utensils, or by handling drinking 
fountains. 

Other common sources of infection are con- 
taminated water supplies and uncooked and un- 
washed fruits and vegetables.

LYSSES was unique. He.was a man who 
U understood women. Not all of them at 

once, of course, but the habit grew on him 
gradually, like fungus on a rock. In addition, the 
generous gods had endowed him with courage, 
resourcefulness and wisdom. All these gifts he 
came to need, as his story will show. 

It’ begins with a frivolous, fabulous woman. 
Her name was Helen and she was _ properly 
married to King Menelaus of Sparta and appar- 
ently quite content. So beautiful was she that all 
men desired her, and, as time went on, she came 
into the possession of many—but not without a 
struggle, for she wanted to keep up appearances. 
Her respectability was largely assumed in order 
not to offend the gods. 

The evidence shows that while men fell in love 
with her promptly, she could afford to ignore 
most of them.

Aphrodite, as the goddess of love, had un.- 
limited power in the realm of romance, and took 
such requests literally. Since it was one of the 
fixed rules of her job to provide speedy service, 
she wasted no time looking around for possible 
contenders. 

It had to be Helen, who, although married, still 
excited the wonder and admiration of even her 
closest rivals.

the Odyssey, one must travel a bit beyond the 
point where Homer, the author, begins his tale. 

The King of Mycenae and leader of the Greek 
host, Agamemnon,. had signed a treaty with his 
chieftains pledging mutual aid in case of war. 
One of these lesser kings was Helen’s husband, 
Menelaus. Another was Ulysses who had taken 
over from his ajling father the island kingdom of 
Ithaca, a freckle on the map of Greece. 

Ulysses was no coward, he came of fighting 
stock, but there were plenty of inducements for 
him to stay home. He was not long married to 
Penelope, a model of domestic virtue, who had 
provided him with a son, Telemachus, still an 
infant when the war broke out.

N THE movies, no one prepares pictures more 
exhaustively, moves more cautiously, than 
Producer Samuel Goldwyn. 

But Goldwyn’s greatest personal success, his 
23-year-old marriage to the former actress, 
Frances Howard, 'started out as impetuously as 
the romance of any G. I. in the late war. 

The producer, who later was to tell the story 
of 'the returned G. Is so poignantly in “The Best 
Years of Our Lives,” proposed to his future 
bride the first time they went, out together, and 
married her after a whirlwind courtship of only 
one month. 

The marriage has been so happy that it has 
become a by-word in the capital of quiok 
divorces.

T TOOK a long time-——more than 70 years— 
| for winter to catch up with Kiondike Mike 

Big Kiondike Mike, who laughed at cold, and 
ice and snow when he traveled the Dawson trail 
a@’50 below zero, was a living legend whose 
fabulous exploits outdid the epics of Robert W. 
‘Service. But the time comes when even a man 
like Klondike has to admit that he isn’t a young- 
ster anymore. Not old, -you understand-—not at 
74. But after a while the cold Canadian winter 
penetrates a man’s bones, and doctors talk of 
easier climates. 

Klondike Mike recently announced, from his 
home in Ottawa, Canada’s capital, that he was 
done with cold: that from now on he’d winter 
in Los Angeles’ warm breezes. 

Mike was a tall, strapping Irish lad when he 
landed at Skagway in ’97, early in the Yukon 
gold rush. He had never been beaten in rough- 
and-tumble fighting—-and he feared neither man 
nor devil. 

He was a flaming, red-haired fury when he 
was aroused by injustice—-he once cleaned out 
the bar at Soapy Smith’s, most dangerous dive 
if the North Country, when he saw a stranger 
losing his roll in a crooked gambling game. 

Yet, raised by a God-fearing Irish family 
on a backwoods farm near Ottawa, he could be 
kind and gentle—and he never drank. Mike was 
toughened by Quebec loggimg camps when~he 
reached Skagway and heard tales of the man- 
killing White Pass on the trail to Dawson. 

Mike hadn’t planned to go into the Yukon— 
he’d worked his way north on a boat just for 
the ride. But he wanted to see this pass that 
was so tough—and took such a toll of human 
lives. He strolled out from Skagway looking for 
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the hard parts—and he was still looking when 
he reached the summit. For Mike, the pass that 
broke the hearts of so many others wasn’t much 


more than a good hike, and he figured he might’ 


as well go on. He did—all the way to Dawson. 

He did have to work a little harder on an- 
other occasion, on the Chilkoot pass, alternate 
route to the interior, when he carried a piano 
over the pass on his back! 

en he first reached Dawson, Mike figured 
that digging for gold, 40 or 50 feet under the 
frogen sub-arctic ground, was a sucker’s game. 
For every man who struck it rich, dozens broke 
their hearts and their-lives in futile labor. Mike 
became a freighter—-mushing with his dog team 
up the frozen creeks of the Klondike, carrying 
mail, supplies and other burdens for the miners. 

Early in that first winter, Mike carried mail 
to Skagway at $1 an ounce. He made the journey 
over 650 miles of frozen lakes and rivers, icy 
mountains and snow-bound valleys in 14 days— 
a record that stood until Mike himself, on his 
fifth trip over the wintry trail, lowered it to 10 
days and eight hours. The trip netted him his 
first big stake—$5,000. 

Mike met many famous figures in his years 
in the North—among them Jack London and 
the late Tex Rickard, who was to become an 
outstanding fight promoter and build Madison 
Square Garden in New York City. Tex was in- 
terested in promoting fights in the Arctic—and 
it was in Tex’s Northern Saloon that Mike met 
— and beat—-Tommy Burns, who two months 
later became the world’s heavyweight champion 
boxer. 

Mike insisted that the fight be rough-and- 
tumble—and each posted $50, winner to take 
all. The battle took place in a back room of the 
Northern. For two rounds, Burns scientifically 
slashed at Mike, until blood ran from the young 


Irishman’s face. But Burns forgot the rules of 

rough-and-tumble. In the third round, ~ tm 
miners and chorus girls shouted in, excitement, 
Mike’s foot shot out like a pile-driver, caught 
Burns in the solar plexus, and the fight was over. 

Catching the gold fever, Mike made $100,000 
from one Klondike claim—and lost it in amother. 
When there was a new stampede to Fairbanks, 
he took to the winter trails as a freighter. 

Mike had his greatest adventure im Fair- 
banks. Judge David Hume had died, and, though 
it was winter, relatives wanted his body brought 
to Seattle. 

Between Fairbanks and the open sea, 250 
miles away, lay the unexplored Alaskan moun- 
tain range. But Mike had heard Indian stories 
of a ‘“‘short”’ trail across the range—and started 
out with the judge’s coffin lashed to his sled. 
For 28 days he struggled against the cold, 
against blizzards, hunger and exhaustion. Two 
of his dogs were killed by wolves, two went lame, 
and Mike had to help pull the sled. At the end 
of his ordeal, more*dead than alive, Mike was 
rescued by two Indians near his destination, 
The trail he took is now called the Richardson 
Highway. 

Fortune smiled on Mike soon after this epic 
journey. He made $165,000 from a claim at 
Goldstream, near Fairbanks, and sold another 
Alaskan claim for a fortune. 

Then Mike went back to Quebec and, with 
his partner, George Rich, opened a prosperous 
fuel and trucking business. At 53 he entered 
on a new business—he learned to read and write, 
and discovered a new world of literature and 
story telling. 

“T love to talk to folks about the old days in 
the North, and they like to hear me,” he said 
recently. “I reckon I'll spend the rest of my 
years entertainin’ them that way.”

It is 4 a.m. The stars are blinking 
brightly. In the East the first streak of dawn is 
pushing across the English Channel to our for- 
est camp near Portsmouth, England. 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower 
is moving about his tent. He is alone. This is 
the fateful hour. Within a few minutes he must 
make the decision to assault the coast of France. 

He and he alone must make that decision. 

The British want to go through the Balkans. 

They say attacking the coast of France will 
be a disaster, the worst bleod-letting in history. 

Air Marshal Sir Trafford Leigh-Maliory has 
been bitter in his opposition to the use of air- 
borne troops. 

“75 to 80 per cent of them will die,” he pre- 
dicts. “It will be a debacle.” 

Even the weatherman is discouraging. 
“What will the weather be over the chan 
and French coast on June 6?” Eisenhower asks. 

After two. minutes of depressing silence the 
dour reply: 

“To answer that question would make me 2 
guesser, not a meteorologist.” 

With this tremendous burden on his shouwl- 
ders General Eisenhower has not slept for days. 
He .rests in his uniform, sips coffee, chain 
smokes, walks back and forth, back and forth. 

At 4:05 a.m. he emerges from his tent. I 
have the big sedan ready. 

“Well, let’s get it over with,” he says. “I’m 
awfully tired of this waiting.” 

We drive through the blackout and he is

silent. I don’t say anything because what is 
there to say to a man who has the fate of mil- 
lions in his hands? 

It is only a short ride. Ten minutes at the 
most. We arrive at Southwick House near Ports- 
mouth, The air is alive, Words are hurled at 
the general as he walks into the war room, 

Everyone is there. Sir bernard Law Mont- 
gomery; brash, gaudy Monty. Handsome, effi- 
cient Sir Arthur William Tedder, the British air 
marshal. Admiral Alan G. Kirk, the brilliant 
American naval chief. And all the others from 
SHAEF—Supreme Headquarters Allied Expedi- 
tionary Force. But none of them count now— 
only Eisenhower. 

I leave him at the entrance of the war room, 

Other junior officers are milling around. 
There is a lot of small talk which I can't 
remember. 

Tue general is gone for only a few minutes, 
then the door opens and he walks out alone. 
Everyone looks but he says nothing. He walks 
along the hallway and enters a room. 

This is his Gethsemane. 

A death-like silence falls over the building; 
Inside the war room no-one moves. Among the 
underlings the idle chatter stops. We are at a 
fateful moment in history. 

What is happening inside that room where 
Eisenhower is alone? 

tf I know him as I should he lights one ciga- 
rette from another. He looks out the window 
into the dawn. Perspiration stands on his 
tanned, round American face. He is not nerv- 
ous. He does not pace rapidly any more than you 
would expect. 

He is composed. Suddenly he flips away a 
cigarette. Walks-quickly to the door and strides 
along the hall. He re-enters the war room. Im- 
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ANY books and stories have been writ- 

ten about Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and his strategy and diplomacy in World 
War Il. But who is better informed to 
write the more human story of “General 
Ike” in the field than former WAC Cap- 
tain Kay Summersby, his secretary-chauf- 
feur-aide in England, Africa and Europe 


throughout the war? 


Miss Summersby’s recently completed 
book, “Hisenhower Was My Boss,” reveals 
many behind-the-scene happenings in the 
Supreme Command. But here, for the first 
time, in The Amertoan Weekly, Miss Sum- 
mersby paints the more intimate picture 
of “General Ike” as she saw him dur.ng 
the history making 24 hours just preceding 


D-Day. 


mediately I go outside and get the sedan. lI 
know he has made a decision. Within-a few mo- 
ments he is out of the war room. 

He hurries out of the building. 

I am standing at the door of the sedan. 

“Well, Kay, it’s on now,” he says. “Nothing 
can stop it,” 

I answer: 

“It had to come sometime.” 

He steps into the car and says: 

“With God’s help and good weather nothing 
can stop us,” 

It is now around five in the morning. Dawn 
is breaking rapidly over England's June-green 
helds. As we drive back to the command post he 
is silent. The decision to invade hangs heavy 
over him like a cloud. 


y= great general is weary. The fatigue stands 
out. He has aged greatly in these few hours. 


‘He has the full responsibility on his shoulders. 


No one can help him carry it. He is responsible 
for thousands of lives. 

I wish I could do something to help him. But 
there is nothing anyone can do. The burden is 
with him. How heavily it hangs but he is not 
‘one to shirk a job. 

Three years later when I read of politicians’ 
attempts to persuade him to be a candidate for 
President of the United States I realized it was 
a tremendous honor. However, I also realize 
how little chance they had of having him stoop 
to petty politics to be elected. They did not know 
the Ezsenhower I knew. How some politicians be- 


- lieved he would be their candidate for president 
“$s ridiculous. 


I recall atime during the Battle of the Bulge 
when he is under strictest security guard. 
Nazi paratroopers led by the notorious Col. 


Otto Skorzeny are reportedly out to get him. 

General Eisenhower chaffs under the security 
controls Once he gets out unnoticed for a walk 
in the.snow. The guards quickly hustle him back. 

Someone remarks that now he knows how it 
feels to be president, guarded day and night. 

“You'll never have to worry about me being 
president and being guarded like that,” he said. 

In these hours before the invasion he shows 
his true character. He is deep in thought. He 
talks little. He is not sharp or short with those 
around him. He rests for a while in his tent with 
the faithful Sergeant Mickey McKeogh, his 
orderly, always at the door. He smokes con- 
stantly, drinks coffee cup after cup. 

Fame comes to him later, but he never 
changes. The world waits for his words and he 
is unassuming and completely honest. Other gen- 
erals—rank conscious—change but he doesn’t. 
He never stops being thoughtful of others, even 


when he holds a continent in his hands. His 
greatness, I think, is Lincolnesque. 


PROMPTLY at 7:30 he arrives at the mess hall 
for breakfast. The regular group is there. His 
naval aide, Capt. Harry Butcher. Lt.-Col. James 
Gault, of the British army. Three or four others. 
The breakfast is not unusual. The same army 
food. The same quiet. He does not.like to talk at 
the breakfast table. This morning, in particular, 
it is quiet. All present know the hour is near. | 

After breakfast I go next door to the trailer- 
office. My desk is just inside the door to the 
left. In a few minutes he comes in and tells me: 

“We are going to see some men as they are 
loaded for the assault.” 

I get the sedan and we drive to the docks a 
few miles away. 

“Good old Ike,” the British Tommies shout 
as they see him. 

“Good old Ike’s come down to see his boys 
go foracruise.” ~~ 

Some of them have cameras and take his pic- 
ture. The load is gone from his shoulders and 
he jokes with them and they love it. 

When we leave he watches from the rear win- 
dow until the docks fade from view. Now he is 
silent again. Once away from the troops all the 
joviality is gone and the lines return to his eyes. 

Back at the command post Sergeant Mickey 
has the coffee ready as usual. And General Ike 
suggests we play a few games of “Fox and 
Hounds” before lunch, It’s a simple game. The 
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view of EISENHOWER 


fox is like the king in checkers. The hounds— 
four—are single men and can move only for- 
ward. The fox can move any direction. I al- 
ways want te be the fox because I can win. But 
he figures it out quickly and wins either way. 

After a few games of this he decides to play 
a game of checkers with Captain Butcher and 
then lunch. The same small group is there. 

There is some political talk. 

The general decries the tactics of some poli- 
ticilans who use deceit to gain their end. 


GHORTLY after lunch the newspapermen ar- 


rive. These are the war correspondents who 
are- going to cover the whole “show” for the 
world press. 

There's Bob Barr of BBC. Stanley Burch of 
Reuters. Ned Roberts of United Press. Red 
Mueller of NBC. They were drawn by lot to 
represent all accredited correspondents. 

General Ike is with them for an hour and a 
half. A British mind thinks it odd that the 
great commander has that much time for the 
press just a few hours before the most historic 
invasion in history. But General Eisenhower 
makes the time. He realizes the tremendous 
importance of these men who send the story 
back home to the mothers and fathers whose 
sons are storming those Normandy beaches. 

When the newsmen come out they are grave. 
They all look a little tired. Ike looks more tired 
than ever. But he manages a grin and jokes: 

“Good luck. Keep your heads down. They'll 
be shooting live ammunition over there.’”’ Then 
an afterthought: 

“You fellows might pray for good weather 
like the rest of us.” 

I am standing near by. When the newsmen 
leave he says: 

“We are going to watch the 101st Airborne 
Division take off. You make the arrangements.” 

I call the 10lst command post. 

“No parade. No fanfare,” Eisenhower orders. 

At exactly 6:30 we start for the three air- 
fields where the airborne troops are loading. 
The general, Butcher and Gault ride in the back. 

Most of the way they discuss Leigh-Mallory’s 
opposition to the air drop. The general insists 
because he feels we must seal off the battlefield 
and destroy lines of communication to slow an 
expected German counter-attack to the invasion. 

By the time we reach the first airfield it is 
nearly eight p. m. But still light. We are met 
. by an officer guide in a jeep. He leads the way. 

The troops have no_idga he is coming. They 
are blacking their faces. Strapping cigarettes 
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to legs. Knives. Guns. Sulfa pads. Chutes. Boots. 
Helmets with leaves, ribbons and branches. 

At a distance they are fearsome troops. Tall. 
Lean. Painted like Indians with knives for 
tomahawks and tommyguns for bows and ar- 
rows. I think these are the new Minute Men. 
Men who are going ahead to pave the way for 
the thousands to follow later. 

When. they see Eisenhower a wild cheer 
spreads over the field. It rolls and echoes. 

“Hiya, Ike. Are you coming along?” 

They love him for coming to see them in 
those last few minutes. He walks from group 
to group, hands in his pockets. They follow. 
Then he shakes hands with many of them. They 
whistle and shout some more. 

I come in for my share of whistling and 
shouting, too, in the good old GI sort of way, 

Now he is very happy. He is with the troops 
and he loves it. They always give him a lift and 
he is years younger. 

He laughs and jokes and the load which has 
worn so heavily on him is gone. At all three 
airfields it is the same. The troops go wild. 


OW it is growing dark and time is running 

out. Soon the troops must go. 

General Eisénhower wants to be with General 
Maxwell Taylor, the commander of these mag- 
nificent troops. 

He grins widely as he sees General Ike. 

The C-47s are revving their motors and there 
is considerable dust. 

Neither general seems to mind. 

Everyone is ready now. 

“This is wonderful, your coming down here, 
Taylor says with emotion. “The boys would go 
through hell now. It really means something to 
them—and to me.” ss 

General Ike is a little embarrassed. 

“T just had to be with them,” he says. 

They walk in silence towards Taylor’s plane 
and I trail along behind. At the steps of the 
big ship they pause. 

“Well, I guess this is it,’”’ Eisenhower says. 

“Yes, sir, I guess it is,” Taylor answers. 

Another brief pause and Eisenhower adds: 

“Good luck. Take good care of yourself.” 

“Sure. I'll see you over there in a few days,” 
Taylor answers and is gone, 

Eisenhower turns and walks away.

H' HASN'T seen the general enter the room.

Lp the ladder we climb to a tiled, rugged 
roof. You can really get a good view. Now it 
is dark and the stars are out in all their glory. 

Hundreds of airplanes are taking off and 
circling around the field getting into formation. 
The tiny little lights on their wings-——the roar. 
Its incredible. 

General Eisenhower walks a little apart from 
the group. before, when he was with the troops, 
he has been jovial and gay. Now you can really 
see what he is going through. 

All those men up in the.air. The success of 
the invasion depends on them. The terrific 
weight again comes down on General Ike. 

All his hopes are in this operation. 
boy is in his heart. 

The general is a tired, almost pathetic figure 
as he stands there alone. No one talks. Words 
are inadequate. Besides, the din of the planes 
drowns out even our thoughts. 

Suddenly he turns. 

“Well, let’s get back. There’s nothing to be 
done here.” 

In the car there is silence on the way home. 

The idea keeps drumming—-all those boys up 
there and in a matter of minutes they are going 
to jump. 

Not one.of them knows what he is going to 
find. Every boy is going into a blackness against 
an enemy he can not see. That takes courage.

“I've done everything humanly possible. I’m 
not with them.

People didn’t steal—-they selected their pur- 
chases, went to an adjoining counter, and paid. 

Walgreen's son-in-law, Justin Whitlock Dart. 
proved the same principle with the United Drug 
Company. The Exchange Buffets, serving 9,000,- 
000 meals a year, found the honor system paid. 
Waiters sérved the customers, but gave them no 
check. When diners left, they told the cashier 
what their check should be. 

In Seattle, Ray Morrowich let the customers 
in his gestaurant serve themselves, ring up the 
cash register, and take their own change. 

But honesty isn’t confined to America. 

In London, the customers of Henry B. Pratt's 
restaurant paid what they thought the meal was 
worth——-and he never lost money. 

An English errand boy, A. J. Christie, of 
Goole, may have set the long distance record for 
honesty. In a magazine, obtained from the 
Salvation Army, he found $15, and a bill bearing 
the name of Gebhard Mueller of New York who 
had given the magazine—and, unwittingly, the 
money-——to charity.

HE AMERICAN WEEKLY commissioned the painter,

in California and to record on canvas his impressions of 
those hallowed landmarks in the progress of our civiliza- 
tion. Here is the first of a series of pictures, painted by a 
fine artist assigned to a timeless subject, 


arrows had decimated its ranks. The survivors—the gaunt soldiers 
and colonists, and the gray-clad friars—had reached a time of desg- 
peration and despair. | 

They had come a long way, and a hard one, up from the south to Alta 
California. Now, in the spring of 1770, they clung to a ledge above San 
Diego harbor. The sea was before them. The hills and the Indians were 
behind. 

There, in that far outpost of the white man, in the spring, their leader, 
the daring Commandante Gaspar de Portola, perceived that all was lost. 
The soldiers” and colonists’ bold hope of conquest was lost. The friars’ 
brave hope for the first Christian mission in this menacing, new, northern 
land was lost. Commiandante Portola, abashed and grieving, knew it, and 
he summoned them all, to tell them. : 

“We cannot hold out longer,” he said. “Reluctantly, I must give you 
the order. Make ready. Tomorrow we shall turn our faces southward.” 

Many around him nodded. Among them there was a murmur of agree- 
ment.. But others bowed their heads; they had staked their days on this 
northern shore. 

Then, from among them, their beloved one moved. He was tall, great- 
eyed Padre Junipero Serra. He walked and stood before the Commandante. 

No one made a sound as he spoke. ‘‘Commandante,” he said, “we have 
waited for a sail, a supply ship. Give me the nine days of a novena. It 
will come.” 

“Yes, yes, a novena!” many cried. Others muttered; they were ill and 
hungry and hope was a stone in their hearts. i 

The Commandante looked at the good man, the padre. The padre 
kneeled, then, before him. 

“Begin the novena,” said the Commandante. 

The padre did, and it went on day after day. Nothing happened—and 
it was morning of the ninth day. Supplies were almost gone; the threat of 
the Indians was heavy. The Commandante abruptly announced: “It is 
useless. The prayers are nothing. We start south today, before the sun 
is high.” 

“Give me until sunset,” Padre Junipero Serra said, and he prevailed. 

In the. annals of the Christian church and of the white man’s progress, 
it was a close call. The sun had almost dipped beneath the western rim 
when. Padre Serra, on a hill above the colony, raised his arms skyward. 
Below him, the friars began to cry out. 

“A sail! A sail!” ; 

The ship came tn, and Padre Serra, his crucifix held aloft, among them 
all was Silent. Silently he was speaking to the God who had saved the 
colony, and the church, and the chance to establish on that new shore the 
first of the great California missions, 

It was a poor little mission, then, a brushwood chapel with a stockade 
around it, a rude outpost of God among the hills of the bronze pagans. But, 
as the soldiers and colonists renewed strength and aspiration on the relief 
ship’s stores, they knew that to Padre Serra it represented a great goal, a 
chance in the years to come to save uncounted savage souls. 

In later years a better chapel replaced the first one. New buildings 
were added. Then the site was moved six miles up the valley. Christianity 
had a foothold. But its hazards were not over. 

As Mission San Diego prospered, the Indians eyed it from a distance. 
Suspiciously, they watched it grow in material strength and gradually extend 
its spiritual power. They were not ready, yet, to believe the quiet assurances 
of the strangers from the south and they bitterly bided their time. 

When that time came, after long and stealthy preparation, they struck 
suddenly and with all their might. 

They swept down from the hills, 800 strong, their war cries shattering 
the quiet of-the valley, their war paint glistening in the California sun- 
shine. They looted and burned and killed, and when they turned back, 
there was no mission. 

Undaunted, the missionaries raked the ashes, They prayed and worked 
and did not waver in their faith. The Indians never attacked again, and 
gradually a new mission arose. 

Time worried that one, too. It had to be sold in 1846. A generation later 
there was left of it only a crumbling ruin. But the ruin was no dismal omen ; 
it was a promise; once more, in 1931, the walls rose; the place was restored. 

A cross now marks the spot where the brushwood chapel was built, 
and its bronze plate bears an inscription which says, in part: 

“Here the first citizen, Fray Junipero Serra, planted civilization in 
California.”

N LOS ANGELES, Constantino Vincent Ric-

_ “You are one of the most despicable and 
contemptible criminal characters I have ever 
encountered,” said Judge Fake, and then he 
sentenced Riccardi to ten years and fined him 
$10,000 for swindling Princess Doris Mercer 
Harden Kresge Farid out of $97,000 of jewels, 
$18,000 in furniture and $3,000 in cash. 

Born in Utica, N. ¥., son of a baker, Riccardi 
began roaming sthe country in his youth. 

In Indianapolis, he studied law, was ad- 


mitted to the bar and married Miss May Culver, © 


who subsequently divorced him. It was al- 
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leged that he had been discovered 
in a train compartment with an- 
other woman. 

About 1913, Riccardi abrupt- 
ly departed from Indianapolis 
and was next heard from in Los 
Angeles, where he was accused 
of bribing a witness in a murder 
case. Not long after that, he won 

the. title of Love Pirate when three women, 
at the same time, accused him of embezzlement, 
after having promised to marry them. 

Riccardi fled to Monte Carlo, but later re- 
turned te Los Angeles and gave.himself up. 
On the eve of his trial, an essential witness dis- 
appeared and the prosecution fizzled out. 

Later, he appeared in Kansas City, where a 
woman accused him of defrauding her of $5,000. 
Later the charges were dropped. 

For the next year, he was busy establishing 
his reputation as a Beau Brummell in St. Louis, 
with his fastidious attire and his garishly painted 
automobile. Arrested on a charge of embezzling 
a diamond ring from a wealthy admirer, he left 
st. Louis. The case was dropped. 

In 1919, Riccardi was convicted in San Fran- 
cisco of bilking a burglar client out of $1,000 
and sentenced to 10 years in San Quentin. He 
maintained that he was framed and stirred up 
a grand jury investigation that drove two police 
court judges from the bench. His sentence was 
later commuted to ten weeks. 

Disbarred in California, he lingered on and 
in 1933*he was charged with grand theft of 
$9,000 from two Hollywood women in a gold 
stock deal. The case never came to trial. 

In New York City he was convicted of em- 
bezzlement and served three years in Sing Sing. 

Authorities say that one reason he was not 
brought to trial more often was the reluctance 
of women to testify against him. 

Princess Farid, his latest—and it may be his

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last—victim, was willing enough to tesfify. 

Born Doris Mercer, daughter of a.Pit 
police captain, she had been married three times 
——to Percy D. Harden, whom she divorced in 
1919, when 23; to Sebastian S. Kresge, chain 
store multimillionaire, whom she divorced in 
1928, receiving a settlement said to have been 
$3,000,000 and to Prince Farid of Sadri-Azam, 
Persia, whom she married in a Moslem wedding 
in Paris in 1933 and divorced two years later. 

Doris and Riccardi were introduced to each 
other by a mutual acquaintance. In court, Doris 
testified that Riccardi posed as a wealthy law- 
yer, mining magnate and rancher. 

Still impressive and charming—-still suave 
and debonaire, despite his bulk—he won her con- 
fidence, offered to help her with income tax 
problems, and promised to sell her Morristown, 
W. J., estate at & handsome profit. 

He told her that he was deeply in love with 
her, she said, assuring her that when he re- 
ceived a divorce from his second wife they would 
be married. Learning that she was trying to 
sell her jewelry, he persuaded her to turn the 
gems over to him. He would, he said, sell them 
for much more than she had anticipated. As 
security he gave her 400,000 shares of worthless 
mining st 

Doris went to Riccardi’s ranch in Cochise 
County, Ariz. She found it barely furnished and 
consented to Riccardi’s transporting $18,000 
worth of her furniture to Arizona. 

She became suspicious when Riccardi neither 
sold the gems nor got & divorce. She called in 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Riecardi 
was taken back to Newark to stand trial. 

He was pompous and arrogant during court 
testimony, seeking at every turn to discredit 
and embarrass Princess Farid. 

When he was sentenced he commented crisp- 
ly: “I'll appeal, of course!” But there was a 
sickly pallor in his usually red cheeks.. At last 
he had met a woman who dared to prosecute— 
and make it stick.

HAT should be done 
with a 17-year-old son 
who has loaned money to 
his parents—-and wants 
the money repaid at a 
time when his father is too 
sick to work and his par- 
ents can’t spare the cash? 
That was the question 
asked recently by a puz- 
zied mother in California. 
Most of our readers 
were shocked at the son’s 
attitude, but many also 
censured the parents for, 


obviously, having spoiled 
him. 

Betsy Meston, 17, of 
Riverside, Calif., suggests 
a spanking might do the 
boy some good. Travis W. 
Humphrey of McClellan 
AFB, Calif., would exclude 
the son from the family 
circle for-a time, until he 
realized how important his 
parents are to him. 

Calvin L. Taylor of Ma- 
rienville, Pa., has helped 
support his family since 
he was 16 when his father 
broke his back and couldn't 
work any more. He feels 
he owes something to his 
parents for those 16 years 
of happiness they gave 
him. 

Virginia Jacobs of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., Bob Jeffries of 
Bethesda, Md., and Lois 
Petrovsky, 16, Montreal, 
Canada advise the _ puz- 
zled mother to draw up a 
bill, listing expenditures 
for clothing, food, and 
doctor’s bills, and present 
it to her son. ‘Inform him 
that, he is to pay the bill, 
plus board and room if he 
wants to keep on living at 
home,” say these three. 

Ronald J. Denny of 
Glendale, Calif. maintains 
that the son’s first duty is 
toward his parents. And 
many, .many other readers 
wrote in to say such a son 
ought to be ashamed of

For one thing, she points 
out, the fact that the boy 
never did anything will- 
ingly for his parents is 
mighty strange. “All chil- 
dren love their parents and 
wish, in their small way, 
to do things for them-—if,”’ 
she adds, “‘they have been 
treated with love...”

Mother and Child Were Doing Weil 
—Until the District Attorney 
Came fo Call.

IKE in the usual fiction whodun- 
it, practically every character 
in this story had an understand- 
able reason for wishing that Harvey 
Burdell would come to no good end. 

The role of victim fitted him perfectly, for he 
was mean, cruel and stingy, also crooked, Nobody 
liked him. Hardly a day passed that he didnt 
recruit a fresh enemy, 

As the saying goes, he asked for it. 

In January, 1857, Burdell, a well-to-do-dentist, 
was living in a house at 31 Bond St., New ‘ork 
City, under.the same roof as the following assort- 
ment of humans; 

Mrs. Emma Augusta Cunningham, an attrac- 
tive widow, and her four children, aged 9 to IL8. 
She -had rented the three-story dwelling from 
surdell as a boarding house, he retaining space 
on the first floor for his reception room and office, 
and a bedroom on the second floor. 

John J. Eckel, a boarder who dyed his whis- 
kers, wore a wig, and kept 17 canaries. Eckel, a 
minor politician engaged in the leather trade, and 
Mrs. Cunningham were devoted friends. 

(;eorge V. Snodgrass, 18, a minister’s son who 
boarded with the Cunninghams free of charge, 
sharing a room with the widow’s young sons, 
George and William. Snodgrass wrote poetry and 
played the banjo. 

Daniel Ullman, a lawyer recently defeated for 
the governorship of New York. 

Two maidservants and a cook, Hannah Conlon. 

Burdell, a native of Herkimer, N. Y., had got 
himself engaged at 24, but the young woman’s 
father barred the marriage, and Burdell blacked 
his eyes. Later he became engaged again, allowed 
all the arrangements to be made, then, on the wed- 
ding day, demanded $25,000 from his prospective 
father-in-law. Burdell got neither the money nor 
the girl. 

For seven years while he had an office on 
lower Broadway, and two more years on Bond St., 
he employed a servant girl, known to history only 
as Biddy. During all this period he never fur- 
nished the girl with a bed—she got her rest sitting 
on a stool in the kitchen—and never provided her 


with anything to eat. He gave her a small salary, 
out of which she bought her own food. 

At 7 a. m., Jan. 31, 1857, John J. Burchell, the 
dentist’s errand and office boy, arrived at the 
house to find the basement and baek doors locked 
from the inside. The front door was also secured 
by double locks recently installed. He used his 
own key to enter via the back way. 

At 8, he carried a scuttle of coal upstairs, de- 
positing it in the hall outside his employer's bed- 
room, Then he made a fire in the reception room, 
and at about 8:30 returned to the second floor. 

Now he noticed that the key to Burdell’s bed 
room was on the outside of the door. He entered 
without knocking, 

Immediately he saw his master lying on his 
face close to the door. He had been stabbed to 
death, and was clothed in the garments he had 
worn the previous evening. 


OUNG Burchell ran to the kitchen and told the 

cook. She in turn dashed up to Mrs. Cunning- 
ham’'s room, where the widow, her daughters aged 
16 and 18, and Snodgrass had congregated. The 
latter was strumming his banjo. 

Dr. Stephen A. Mann arrived at 8:45, followed 
by the coroner, Edward D. Connery. Their ex- 
amination showed that Burdell had been strangled 
as well as stabbed. Fifteen wounds had been in- 
flicted by a knife about eight inches long and 
three-fourths inch in width. One cut had pene- 
trated six and one-half inches. 

At the inquegt, John Burchell said that when 
he reached the house he had seen Eckel out in the 
backyard, the suggestion being that this must 
have been an extremely early hour for Mrs. Cun- 
ningham’s star boarder to be up and about. 

Burchell said that when he first saw Mrs. Cun- 
ningham after his discovery of the body, she 
looked quite sad—-an unusual manifestation, be- 
cause as a rule, he said, she seemed “pleased 
about everything.” 

Meanwhile, police officers had found evidence 
that Burdell’s safe had been opened during the 
murder night; what had been removed, if any- 
thing, could not be determined. 

Other discoveries: 

In an attic room, the remains of a fire, and a 
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blue dress which appeared to be stained with 
blood. 

In the secretary in Eckel’s room, documents 
which had belonged to Burdell. 

In a drawer in Mrs. Cunningham’s bureau, a 
stained dagger, a revolver, and two small pocket 
knives. In another room, a duplicate key to 
Burdell’s safe. 


AN OFFICIAL analysis by Dr. R. Ogden Dore- 

mus of the stains on the dress showed they 
had come not from blood but iron rust. Ditto the 
dagger. Moreover, this knife was but four and 
one-half inches long and one-half ineh wide at 
the hilt. 

According to Dr. Doremus, the fatal wounds 
could not have been inflicted by this weapon. 

Dr. Mann and various neighbors tleclared at 
the 18-day inquest that a “peculiar smell” had hov- 
éred about the scene on the morning of the 3lst. 
The odor, it was said, resembled that of leather 
or woolen cloth burning. 

However, no remnants of either such material 
had been found in the house. 

A resident at 36 Bond St., Charles Brooks, 
reported that on the fatal night, between 10 
and 10:30, he heard a cry of “Murder!” He said it 
was of “a struggle cry,” the first syllable clear, 
the second a sort of gurgling sound “like as I 
Have heard Forrest speak in the theatre.” 

George Snodgrass testified that he had sus- 
pected the existence of a romance between Mrs. 
Cunningham and Dr. Burdell. He even suspected 
that they had married. 

On the night of the crime, this Witness related, 
he had gone to bed between 10 and 1], leaving 
18-year-old Augusta’ Cunningham alone in her 
mother’s room. 

He swore he did not go downstairs again but 
slept in his own quarters with George and Wil- 
liam Cunningham. 

He said that when Mrs. Cunningham learned 
of Burdell’s death he thought she would faint. 

She had told him early in January, he went 
on, that the doctor owed her $550, and that he’d 
been wheedling her for more money. “But she 
told him,” he testified, “that she intended giving 
up the house on the first of June, and then 
planned to take Augusta to Europe.” 


N THE morning of the 31st, he said, Mrs. Cun, 
ningham remarked on Eckel’s absence from 
the breakfast table. Snodgrass then informed her 
that when he and 16-year-old Helen returned from 
shopping the previous evening, they had found 
what resembled a circular on the parlor table. 
As it was unsealed, they had opened it, he said,

and found it to be a‘ssomewhat peremptory note to 
Eckel from another man to meet him at 8 a. m. 

The testimony at the Inquest indicated that 
never before, during his four months’ residence, 
had Eckel missed breakfast on the premises. 

However, another witness, Smith Ely, Jr., tes- 
tified that he had left the note, and that he and 
Eckel had met as arranged, and proceeded to the 
latter’s place of business on Fourth St. 

Eckel himself took the stand. He testified 

That he had never heard angry words between 
Mrs. Cunningham and Burdell. 

That he had not seen the doctor for at least 
10 days prior to the murder. 

That, when he left the house on the morning 
of the 31st, he had not observed any traces of 
blood, nor heard any noise during the night. 

Witness Allan T. Smith, dentist-partner of the 
deceased, said he had often heard angry exchanges 
between Burdell and Mrs. Cunningham. 

Most of the quarrels, he thought, had concerned 
some papers the doctor charged she had taken 
from his safe. 

These, said Smith, were notes for a consider- 
able amount, signed by the widow in Burdell’s 
favor. 

“On one occasion, Burdell called in the police,” 
Smith said. ‘They adjusted the issue quietly, and 
without further trouble.” 


To days before the murder, he continued, Bur- 
dell had told him that he was most anxious 
to preserve a signed statement between himself 
and Mrs. Cunningham whereby she agreed to quit 
the house on May 1, and at the same time free 
him of all indebtedness to her. Burdell had added 
that he felt the keys to his safe ought to be placed 
in a safety deposit box. 

Witness Daniel Ullman testified that when he 
arrived home on the night of the crime he found 
the outer door locked but the inner door open. 
He said he had not noticed any sort of burning 
odors—either then or the next morning. 

Hannah Conlon, the cook, averred that in her 
opinion both Eckel and young Snodgrass had been 
altogether too friendly with Mrs. Cunningham. 
Not that she herself had witnessed anything un- 
toward; she had heard the other servants say that 
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they did not like “the conduct that was going on 
upstairs,” : 

She added, “I last saw Dr. Burdell at 4 p. m. At 
10 p. m., Mrs. Cunningham came down and or- 
dered me to bed. This was the first instance of 
this nature since I had been in the house. Mr. 
Eckel was with her. 

“As I went to bed I saw Mr. Eckel sitting in 
her room,” ° 

She had heard that there was jealousy between 
the doctor and Eckel over Mrs. Cunningham. “And 
I heard the doctor say some time this month that 
he had looked through Mr. Eckel’s keyhole, and 
he said he did not like it.” 


MARY DONOHUE, parlor maid, testified that 

Eckel, between violent quarrels with his land- 
lady, brought her presents of birds and other fond 
offerings. She considered their conduct entirely 
too free. , 

This witness also declared she had heard both 
Mrs. Cunningham and her daughter, Augusta, re- 
mark that it was high time Dr. Burdell was out 
of the world, since he was “of no use to himself 
or anyone else.” And she quoted Snodgrass as 
saying, “He ought to have his head stove in.” 

All agreed, she said, that the doctor was “a 
perfect devil.” 

Eckel invariably slept in the house, she stated. 

At this point in the protracted inquest, the 
coroner sent for the formidable Mrs. C., only to 
receive word from a messenger that she could not 
appear without consulting her attorney. The cor- 
oner leaped to his feet and roared: 

“Officers, go you and take her by the collar 
and bring her down!” 

Presently she swept into the courtroom, dressed 
in black, with a fur cape draped around her 
shoulders. 

Immediately she threw the proceedings into a 
dither by stating that she was the widow of the 
late Harvey Burdell. She produced a marriage 
certificate—which, however, appeared to have 
been tampered with. : 

“I was married to him by a minister in the 
minister’s home on Oct. 28, 1856,” she asserted. 
“It was the Rev. Dr. Uriah Marvine of the Dutch 
Reformed Church in Bleecker St. who married us. 
My daughter Augusta witnessed the ceremony.” 

She said that Burdell did not wish to have the 


for the amount of the judgment, $612.30, payable 
12 months after date. 

“I gave him the note and held the judgment. 
At the time there were no angry words between us. 

“Last September, he accused me of stealing 
the note. I said I had done nothing of the kind, 
and accused him of having promised to make me 
his lawful wife. I charged him with having 
women in the house which he ought not to have. 
He denied this. And never did he accuse me of 
like conduct.” 


HE said she had last seen Burdell. at 5 p. m., 

Jan. 30. 

“Between 9 and 10, Mr. Eckel sat alone in the 
back parlor. At about 9:30, I went there and 
asked him if he had bought the fruit and candies 
for my daughter, Helen, who was to leave for a 
private school in Saratoga the next morning. 

“I do not know whether or not Dr. Burdell was 
in the house at that time. I rang the bell for the 
cook and told her what to get for breakfast. I 
then went upstairs, followed by Mr. Eckel.” 

She said Eckel went into her room and re- 
mained about an hour. After he left, she did not 
leave her room again except to go upstairs and 
deliver the note Snodgrass and Helen had found 
in the parlor. 

Witness John Farrell testified that he was 
walking along Bond St. between 10 and 10:30 p. m., 
Jan. 30. His shoelace became untied, and as he 
stooped over, two men passed him in front of No. 
31. One turned into the house, he said, and an- 
other walked on. 

“In half a minute or so I heard a cry of ‘Mur- 
der!’ -Then I heard a door open, and after that a 
cry and a strangled noise. Then a man came to 
the door and said, ‘What are you doing here?’” 


URING the investigation Farrell was taken to 

a room where 25 men had been assembled.: 
Among them ‘was Eckel, whom the witness picked 
out at once as the man who had spoken to him. 

Among the papers found in Eckel’s room, it 
was testified, were the release from debt, several 
rent receipts from Burdell to Mrs. Cunningham, 
indicating a rental of $800 a year, and the papers 
covering the transaction of the judgment for 
which she had given Burdell the note of $612.30. 

Cook Conlon, recalled to the stand, told of a 
Conversation with Mrs. Cunningham on the after- 
noon before the killing. 

“Hannah,” she had asked after a visitor had 
left, “what was that woman doing here?™ 

“Looking at the house.” 

“Is she going to take over the house?” 

“Yes. She was looking all around.”

“Is Dr. Burdell going to let this house to 
her?” 

“Yes, it looks so.” 

Then Mrs. Cunningham said, according to the 


marriage made public, and had asked the minister 
to keep it a secret. They had started for Niagara 
Falls on their honeymoon, she said, but at the last 
minute the doctor made some excuse and thev 
did not go. 


XAMINING the marriage document, the coroner 

saw that the name “Burdell” appeared to “be 
an altered word. Also, the doctor's status was 
given as “single,” which at that time meant a per- 
son who had never been married before. Burdell 
had been married and divorced. 

At the bottom of the paper had been written 
in pencil or pale ink: 

“Witness, Augusta Cunningham, 31 Bond St., 
daughter of the bride.” 

Coroner Connery now sent for the officiating 
minister, Dr. Marvine. His testimony suggested 
a rather fantastic picture: 

He could not identify a picture of Burdell as 
the man he had married. 

He could not identify Mrs. Cunningham as the 
woman he had married. 

The witness did, however, recognize one of the 
Cunningham daughters as having been present 
at the ceremony. And he also remembered that 
the bridegroom—-whoever that might have been-—— 
had asked him not to have the marriage made 
public. 

A servant in the clergyman’s home, Sarah Mc- 
Namara, recognized Mrs. Cunning&aam as the wo- 
man who had been married, but it was established 
by the sworn evidence of a Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y., doctor that on the day of the marriage Bur- 
dell had been in that village, and had stayed there 
for three days. 

This testimony was corroborated by an item in 
the Saratoga County Press. 


OW we come to Mrs. Cunningham’s explana- 

tion of the quarrel about the notes. 

“Dr. Burdell had received a judgment against 
his brother, William, from a Mr. Pierrepont of 
Wall St.,” she said. ‘“‘As he did not want to use this 
against his brother directly, he assigned it to me 
for atime. He then asked me to give him a note 
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witness, “He better be careful. He may not live 
to sign the papers.” 

The upshot of all this was that both the widow 
and John Eckel were indicted for murder. How- 
ever, only she went on trial 

Meanwhile, her thoughts still rigidly fixed on 
Burdell’s estate, she told the matron at Tombs 
prison that she was an expeétant mother. Her 
trial_-which ended in an acquittal after only three 
days-—became a mere incident in her scheme. 

Back home on Bond St. she consulted a Dr. Uhl 
to the effect that she would pay handsomely for 
the use of a small, preferably newborn, baby. Dr. 
Uh! agreed to help her, then called on District At- 
torney A. Oakley Hall. 

Soon the doctor informed Mrs. Cunningham 
that a California woman living on Elm St. would 
Shortly have a child which, he said, would be avail- 
able at the agreed-upon $1,000 fee. 


(AME the day. Dr. Uhl borrowed an, infant 

from Bellevue Hospital and installed in the 
house on Elm St. Mrs. Cunningham, disguised 
as a Sister of Charity, went there, carrying a 
basket. When she departed, the baby was in the 
basket. 

She took to her bed. She summoned Dr. Uhl. 
Her tiny girl-o&ild “arrived.” 

Then there were two other arrivals—District 
Attorney Hall and a policeman. Much to Emma 
Augusta’s annoyance, they parted her from the 
baby and took her to jail. A day or so later, they 
released her. 

Defeated and humiliated, she settled in Cali- 
fornia. Eckel died at Albany penitentiary while 
serving a sentence in connection with some liquor 
frauds. 

The baby used in the hoax, blue-eyed Justitia 
Anderson, and her genuine mother were hired by 
P. T. Barnum and exhibited at his world-famous 
museum at “25 cents a head, children half price.”

Grease 
dough, then cut a deep 
cross in the top of the 
ball. Cover with a damp 
cloth and let stand 30 min, 
at room temperature. 

Spread 4d out by 
opening the four points 
made by the cross and lay- 
ing them out flat. (This will 
change the dough ball into 
a recta ar shape.) Place 
the c butter in the 
center and stretch and pat 
out the corners so they can 
be made to completely fold 
over the butter. Roll inte a 
rectangular shape 44 inch 
thick and let stand 10 min. 
covered with a damp cloth. 

Fold the long ends of the 
rectangle toward center, 
making three layers, then 
fold the other two ends one 
on top of the other. (This

second folding will make 9 
layers.) Always brush off 
any excess flour before 
folding over! Wrap in 
waxed paper, chill 1 hour. 
Repeat process by rolling 
out dough to 14 inch thick- 
ness, being careful to keep 
the original shape of the 
dough and to keep the cor- 
ners square and the edges 
straight. 

Then fold, wrap and chill 
about ™% hour as before. 
Repeat this process 3 times 
after the first folding. If 
paste is to be kept several 
days,, wrap hly and 
pus in refrigerator, but not

After pat- 
tern is cut in two, pin both 
pieces to a strip of thin 
paper to keep separated 
parts in place and evenly 
spaced.
